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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 1 02 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claims 1,3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Mathis US Patent No. 4,884,545. 

The reference discloses a high pressure fuel supply apparatus for an internal 
combustion engine having a high pressure system including a high pressure fuel 
pump (4) driven by the engine for feeding a common fuel rail, a low pressure 
supply system having a feed pump (16) for feeding fuel from a fuel tank (3) to the 
high pressure pump (4), a fuel supply control system including an electrically 
actuated valve (18) for adjusting the amount of fuel to be supplied from the feed 
pump to the high pressure pump, wherein the low pressure system, the fuel 
supply control system and the high pressure system are independently provided 
as separate pieces connected with a fuel pipe in a common manner. Note that 
the feed pump (16) is driven by electric motor. 

Claims 1-2 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Ricco US Patent No. 6,129,518. 
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The reference discloses a high pressure fuel supply apparatus for an internal 
combustion engine having a high pressure system including a high pressure fuel 
pump driven by the engine for feeding a common fuel rail, a low pressure supply 
system having a feed pump (10) for feeding fuel from a fuel tank (12) to the high 
pressure pump, a fuel supply control system including a valve (71) for adjusting 
the amount of fuel to be supplied from the feed pump to the high pressure pump, 
wherein the low pressure system and the fuel supply control system are integrally 
provided (SEE Figure 1 showing valve (71) within pump), and the high pressure 
system is independently provided as separate piece connected with a fuel pipe in 
a known manner. Note that the feed pump 10 is driven by the engine. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Note the fuel system having a feed pump, a high pressure 
pump and a control valve in various arrangements.
